COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 
FRANKLIN, SS: 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Whately in the 
County of Franklin: 
GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts you are 
hereby directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, 
qualified to vote in elections and in Town affairs, to meet in the 
Town Hall in said Whately, on Monday, the twenty-first day of 
February next, at 11.30 o’clock in the forenoon, then and there to 
act on the following articles: 


Article I. To choose by ballot all necessary Town Officers 
for the ensuing year: Moderator, Treasurer, Town Clerk, one 
Selectman for three years, one Assessor for three years, one 
School Committee for three years, Collector of Taxes for three 
years, two Library Trustees for three years, one Library Trustee 
for two years (to fill vacancy), one Cemetery Commissioner for 
three years, one Cemetery Commissioner for one year (to fill va- 
cancy), Auditor, Tree Warden, Elector under the Will of Oliver 
Smith, and Constables. 


Article II. To receive the reports of the various ‘Town Offi- 
cers and Committees, and act thereon. 


Article III. Toraise such sums of money as may be deem- 
ed necessary to defray the expenses of the Town for the ensuing 
year. 


Article IV. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial 
year beginning January Ist, 1949, and to issue a note or notes. 
therefor, payable within one year, and to renew any note or 
notes as may be given for a period of less than one year, in accord- 
ance with Chapter 44, Section 17, General Laws. 


Article V. To see if the Town will vote that the Selectmen 
be authorized to prosecute and defend all suits that may be 
brought in behalf of, or against, the Town, and employ counsel 
for same. 


Article VI. To see what the Town will do with the money 
received from the County, called the Dog Fund. 


Article VII. To see if the Town will vote that the Ceme- 
tery Commissioners be authorized to appoint any of its members 
to act as Sextons, and to fix their compensation therefor. 


Article VIII. To see if the Town will vote that the Col- 
lector of Taxes be paid on a salary or on a commission basis, the 
salary or commission to be fixed by a vote of the Town. 


Article IX. To see if the Town will vote to fix the salaries 
and compensation of all elective officers of the Town as provided 
by Chapter 41, sec. 108, General Laws, as amended: Selectmen, 
Assessors, Moderator, Town Clerk, Treasurer, Auditor, Collect- 
or of Taxes, Elector under Will of Oliver Smith, Tree Warden, 
Constables, and School Committee. 


Article X. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,000 for the maintenance of highways under the 
provisions of sections 26-29 of Chapter 81, General Laws, and 
amendments thereto. 


Article XI. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $500 for maintenance of highways under Chapter 90, 
General Laws, said money to be used in conjunction with State 
or County funds, or both. 


Article XII. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,000 for completion of improvements on Hayden- 
ville Road, any unused balance to be expended elsewhere with 
the approval of the Selectmen and Department of Public Works, 
under the provisions of Chapter 90, General Laws, said money. 
to be used in conjunction with State or County funds, or both. 


Article XIII. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate 
from Surplus Revenue the sum of $14,000 for the financing of 
State and County grants for highway work, reimbursements 
when received, to be returned to the Surplus Revenue account. 


Article XIV. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1998 for salaries of two cooks in the school cafeteria, 
at the rate of $30.00 per week for the first cook and $24.00 per 
week for the assistant cook, retroactive to January 1, 1949, to be 
expended with the approval of the School Committee. 


Article XV. To see if the Town will appropriate from Sur- 
plus Revenue the sum of $3140 for improvements in sanitary 
facilities at Center and East Schools, in accordance with plans 
prepared by Architect Frank Stuart, or take any other action 
thereon. 


Article XVI. Toseeif the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $1200 for combating Dutch Elm disease and for other 
tree work, to be expended under the direction of the Tree Warden 
or take any other action relative thereto. 


Article XVII. To see if the Town will appropriate from 
Surplus Revenue the sum of $100 for the purchase of a new type- 
writer for the use of the Auditor and Clerk to the Selectmen, and 
authorize the trading-in of the old Royal typewriter. 


Article XVIII. To see if the Town will appropriate from 
Fire Department Reserve the sum of $400 to purchase two self- 
contained gas masks for the Fire Department. 
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Article XIX. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to arrange with the Western Massachusetts Electric Co. for 
the extension of a street light circuit from the Deerfield town line 
south on Long Plain Road to provide four new street lights, and 
raise and appropriate a sum of money for the same. 


Article XX. To see if the Town will vote to take any ac- 
tion towards hiring of a public health nurse in cooperation with 
the Town of Sunderland, and raise and appropriate any money 
therefor. 


Article XXI. To seeif the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to establish a Public Welfare District in cooperation 
with the Towns of Deerfield, Conway and Sunderland, under the 
provisions of Chapter 117, section 44, General Laws, or other- 
wise, and raise and appropriate any money therefor.

Report of the Board of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of Whately: 


In accordance with the requirements of the General Laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, we herewith submit our 
report for the year ended December 31, 1948. 

Few unusual matters have come before the Board of Select- 
men during the year, and most of the meetings have been rou- 
tine. 

We do feel considerable satisfaction in the completion of the 
town garage, and believe there is no question of its value in pro- 
tecting our trucks and other highway equipment. 

We anticipate completion of the Haydenville Road to the 
Williamsburg line in 1949 and are of the opinion that Chapter 90 
highway work should be temporarily discontinued thereafter un- 
til Lane Bridge has been replaced. It is a well-known fact that 
this bridge is too narrow and too weak for the traffic it is called 
upon to carry, and we are working with the State Department of 
Public Works for early replacement of the structure. It is ex- 
pected that both State and County will assume a substantial 
portion of the cost under Chapter 90. 

Considerable fencing work is imperative on some of our 
roads in the interests of safety, and we are including in our 
Bridges and Culverts appropriation request a substantial 
amount for this purpose, as well as for some needed drainage 
work required for health protection. 

Following several meetings with Selectmen of neighboring 
towns, it has been decided to recommend the formation of a 
Public Welfare District, to be comprised of Deerfield, Conway, 
Sunderland and Whately. It has become increasingly difficult 
to meet the exacting requirements of the State and Federal de- 
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partments in the matter of administering Old Age Assistance 
and Aid to Dependent Children, and new regulations going into 
effect in 1949 indicate loss of reimbursement from those sources 
unless much more time and effort can be put into the work than 
is possible with a part-time agent. 

A Massachusetts statute allows the grouping of towns for 
the purpose of having a full-time agent with necessary clerical 
assistance, and we believe that it is now the proper time to go 
into this for the best interests of the town and its needy persons, 
especially as our present agent desires to be relieved of that work. 

The net cost of administration, after the first year, will be 
only slightly more than at present. Under present arrange- 
ments we receive Federal reimbursement for approximately 50% 
of the agent’s salary, traveling expenses and supplies, with no 
State participation. Under the District plan, about 50% would 
be Federally reimbursed, and 33 1/38% State reimbursed, leaving 
about 1/6 of the total cost on the Town. It is estimated that 
Whately’s share of the group set-up would be about $1200 per 
year, giving a net cost to the Town of about $225, while it is 
now costing us a net of about $150. It will be necessary, how- 
ever, to appropriate about $900 for the purpose this year, sinee 
reimbursements for the last half of the year will not be available 
until the following year. 

This District plan does not in any way reduce the loeal 
authority by the Selectmen, acting as Board of Welfare, in all 
categories of assistance, but permits of administration, investiga- 
tion and social work by a trained staff, accredited by both State 
and Federal agencies, who will report to and prepare payrolls for, 
the individual local boards, exactly as is done at present by our 
part-time worker. 

Consideration was given by the Board to the possibility of 
conducting our annual business meeting in the evening, when it 
would be more convenient for many to attend, but, as has pre- 
viously been pointed out in these reports and in letters to organ- 
izations using the auditorium, the inspector of the State Depart- 
ment of Public Safety has placed a limitation of 125 persons seat- 
ed in the room, and we feel that it would be unwise to invite 
trouble by ignoring his recommendation, which would certainly 
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be necessary if an evening meeting were to be called. We hope 
it, will soon be possible to make interior changes in the building 
that will allow larger gatherings, but until the space occupied by 
the library becomes available, little can be done in this respect.

I present my 16th Annual Report on the books and records 
of the various Town Officers: 


The Treasurer has paid orders as follows: 
Selectmen’s Orders $75421 64 
School Committee’s Orders 33825 46

Details of expenditures by appropriations appear elsewhere 
in this report. 

The Treasurer has in his possession and due the Town of 
Whately, on December 31, 1948, the sum of $47,000.41, this 
amount having been verified by an examination of the depository 
bank’s statement and an actual count of the cash on hand. This 
is the largest cash balance we have ever had at the close of a year. 

The securities and bank books forming the investments of 
the various trust and investment funds, totaling $212,725.29, 
have been carefully checked and found to bein order. Details of 
these investments appear elsewhere in this report. 

The proceeds of redemption of $1,000 in bonds have been 
reinvested in government bonds, which seems to be the only cur- 
rently available legal investment for such funds. 

The Tax Collector’s records have been carefully checked and 
found to be in excellent shape. All taxes of years prior to 1948 
have been collected in full, and less than 16% of the 1948 proper- 
ty levy was outstanding on December 31st, 1948. 
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The small tax title created in 1947 becomes salable during 
1949 and we anticipate no difficulty in clearing this item from 
the books. 

No borrowing has been necessary during the year, due to the 
substantial cash balance on hand, and no loans are outstanding. 

The balance sheet herewith shows that the Town is in a very 
strong financial position, with a substantial amount of free cash 
($35,980.48), which is, unfortunately, available only for capital 
expenditures, since the Commissioner of Corporations and 
Taxation no longer approves use of free cash for financing current 
operating costs.

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Building Committee 
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To the Citizens of Whately: 


Your Building Committee has had several meetings with the 
selected architect, Mr. Walter P. Crabtree, and with the Library 
Trustees, and it was decided last summer to complete the plans 
for the new building and call for bids as soon as possible. There 
have been numerous delays in getting the plans and specifications 
ready, but a call for bids has been sent out and several contract- 
ors are figuring on the project. The bids will be publicly opened 
in sufficient time to present the committee’s recommendations to 
the annual town meeting for approval. 

While preliminary sketches and floor plans have been 
shown at previous town meetings, we are now presenting 
with this report, final front and rear views and floor plans, pre- 
pared by Mr. Crabtree and approved by the committee and 
trustees, so that everyone may see the results of our work. 

We feel that we are prepared to erect a structure which will 
be a credit to the community and fit in well with the type of 
buildings neighboring it. The building is planned to be of brick 
exterior, painted white, with steel and concrete interior construc- 
tion, and will carry a high fire-resistance rating. 

Every effort has been made to take advantage of the excel- 
lent view to the east, and we sometimes wonder if anyone will be 
able to concentrate on books when he visits the reading room and 
has this view before him. 

Shelf space has been planned so that a maximum number of 
books will be readily available in the reading and delivery 
room, as well as in the children’s room, which is sufficiently sep- 
arated to insure quietness, but with adequate supervision from 
the delivery desk. A considerable amount of open stack space 
is provided for storage of less-used books and supplies. 

An auditorium, entirely separated from the library facilities, 
has been provided on the lower floor, with a seating capacity of 
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108 persons, which we believe adequate. We realize that some 
persons would like to have a larger room for this purpose, but 
thorough discussion with the trustees has led us to keep the 
capacity within the limits mentioned. It is not intended by the 
trustees that this room shall be used for other than library-asso- 
ciated activities, as it is their desire to maintain the entire building 
as a cultural and educational center, rather than asa general public 
meeting place. In this connection, it is hoped and expected that 
changes can be made in the present town hall, after the library is 
moved out, that will provide a community and recreational cen- 
ter that will prove more satisfactory than if included in the li- 
brary plans. 

It will be noted that provision has been made for a small 
meeting room, with an adjacent kitchenette, also on the lower 
floor, as well as a larger room in the upper floor for historical and 
museum exhibits, and it is hoped that local citizens and others 
interested will loan or give articles of interest associated with 
Whately and its history. 

In the large memorial lobby, at the main entrance, we hope 
to place suitable tablets memorializing those who served their 
country in World Wars I and II, together with one in memory of 
the donor of the building, S. White Dickinson. 

Many suggestions have been received over the several years 
that this committee has been in existence, relating to various 
facilities that might or should be included, and naturally it has 
not been possible to put them all into effect; but it is our hope 
that these plans will please the majority of our people, and that 
we may go ahead with the project with the feeling of having sat- 
isfied everyone to the best of our ability.

This is an increase of nine calls over 1947, one of these being 
‘a dwelling struck by lightning which was quickly extinguished 
due to the alertness of neighbors who called the department. 

The Emergency vehicle, which the Firemen’s Association 
has been sponsoring is now a reality. A car was purchased with 
money provided by the Town and the Firemen’s Association. 
The equipment of stretcher, oxygen, first-aid equipment, etc., 
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has been purchased with funds from the Association. It is avail- 
able for moving sick or injured persons of Whately and those 
surrounding towns which participate in the mutual-aid system of 
the fire departments. Use for transportation of sick people 
must be upon the request of a doctor; all accidents will be cover- 
ed upon call. To obtain the services of the ambulance call the 
fire department. 

I would like to reeommend the continuance of the Fire De- 
partment Reserve Fund as in the past. 

I would also like to reeommend that consideration be given 
to construction of water-holes under the supervision of the de- 
partment. Also would like to recommend that some attention 
be given to approaches to present water supplies. 

The pump on the number one truck was not working effi- 
ciently and it was rebuilt and put in first class shape and it is 
now working to full capacity. 

A law was recently passed by the State requiring two gas 
masks on each piece of fire equipment. However, we are only 
asking for two masks which would increase our appropriation 
about four hundred dollars. The expenditures of the depart- 
ment appropriations will be found elsewhere in this report. 

I would like to take this opportunity to thank the men of the 
department for their able assistance and cooperation in answer- 
ing alarms and in attending fires, also all others who assisted in 
any other way.

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Report of the Tree Warden 


To the Voters of Whately: 


The Tree Warden wishes to report the removal of six Dutch 
Elm damaged trees and the burning thereof. Several dead trees 
were removed in the Center and three trees were cabled for pro- 
longing their life and protecting property. 

One seriously wind-damaged tree on the River Road was 
quite costly to remove and is not yet completed, but with a new 
appropriation this will be done. 

Dutch Elm disease is a very serious matter and two spray- 
ings were made this year, one with 12% DDT, the other with 
6% DDT, at a cost of $532.50. 

Too much precaution cannot be taken to prevent the spread 
of this disease to preserve our many elm shade trees. We have 
had no recent reports of new outbreaks in town, but State and 
Federal men are constantly on the watch for newly infected 
trees, and they closely check the areas where infected trees have 
been found. These have so far been located at the foot of Ken- 
nedy’s Hill, at Frank Skroski’s and at Joseph Karas (Joe Hobo’s) 
dump on North Plain Road. 

An appropriation of the same amount as in 1948 ($1200) is 
suggested. :

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Instead of any real population-surge, it may be seen readily 
that there has been, rather, a steadily increasing population in 
the schools,—shown by the larger totals in the lower grades. To 
take care of this, we plan to open up another classroom at East 
Whately about the first of the new year, move the fourth grade 
there, and better handle the first three grades only at the Center 
School.

Besides the day school pupils aforesaid, your Committee ac- 
cepts liability for tuition fees for adult practical arts pupils at 
Smith’s Agricultural School. Very few individuals have been thus 
concerned to date, but in 1949 there is to be Practical Arts Even- 
ing instruction, given in such courses as Rug-hooking, Tray- 
Painting, and the like, to a group of such size that arrangements 
have been made for their instruction in the Whately Town Hall. 


SUPPLIES, EQUIPMENT AND FACILITIES 


We are now able to obtain textbooks and instructional sup- 
plies very readily, but prices are anywhere from fifty to 250 per- 
cent above those of 1941 in the supplies end. That factor of 
greatly increased costs these days extends to school business as 
elsewhere. 

During 1948, your Committee undertook the start of a pro- 
gram for proper upkeep and renovation in the schools, and the 
first things tackled were the woefully inadequate heating equip- 
ments. At a special town meeting last summer an additional 
grant of $2500.00 was obtained from the town, and the following 
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projects initiated: At the East School: Six additional steam re- 
diators were placed in the two classrooms in use hitherto, com- 
plete with all requisite connections; two egress doors were re- 
newed in the basements, with approved locks; two classrooms, a 
former playroom, and the cafeteria were painted (the playroom 
previously insulated). Major repairs were made to the walls on 
two sides of the building. 


At the Center School:—Pipe radiation was replaced by fin 
type in the north classroom, and door locks replaced by approved 
types. 


For both schools: An architect’s services were obtained, and 
complete plans and specifications have been developed for com- 
pletely changing over the sanitary facilities; also to replace a 
wooden partition by a masonry wall around the heating plant in 
the center school. The estimated cost of these needed changes is 
$3140.00, a sum so considerable that the matter is to be adjudged 
separately, and apart from the regular school department estim- 
ate, at the ensuing town meeting. 


Travel facilities for our pupils remain adequate, the busses 
being inspected five times yearly by officers of the State Registry 
of Motor Vehicles. A start has been made during 1948 in the 
provision of funds within the operators’ pay to assure the periodic 
replacement of busses. 


Playground facilities are not too satisfactory yet. Play- 
ground equipment is available now, and requires only decision as 
to type and quantity,—that for the Center School. At the East 
School, there is one classroom, not in current use as such, which is 
equipped for use in basketball practice. A very good backstop 
has been built west of the building outdoors, to help with base- 
ball, but there is need of considerable filling in centerfield before 
that lot is really good for play purposes. 


The present sanitary facilities are obsolete, and need only to 
be viewed to have realized their need of replacement. Should this 
not be done this year, I am assured that it is only a matter of time 
before State Department of Public Safety attention will be focus- 
ed on these and similar obsolete set-ups. 
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EDUCATIONAL COSTS 


An examination of the 1949 School Estimate in comparison 
with that of a year ago, shows an increase of just five dollars under 
$2600.00. This is accounted for by the salary of a teacher to be 
added, and a very few other changes of small amounts. 

I wish to point out that, year in and year out, it is utterly 
impossible to forecast very closely the matter of tuition costs, 
both high school and vocational. We have no legal hold on pupils 
over sixteen, and for some few years past the attraction of outside 
wages has been very great. Furthermore, there is the factor of 
shifting population. One can only estimate as closely as possible 
and provide for emergency cases. 

Salaries constitute the largest single budget factor, of 
course; yet those of Whately teachers are low in comparison to 
very many places elsewhere. Teacher-replacement, if needed, 
would be a real problem. 

Altogether, the seriousness of educational costs is such that 
both national and state legislation is in current discussion to re- 
move some of its burden from the individual community, and 
further sizable grants are in prospect. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


Last June Miss Elsie Smith’s resignation as School Nurse 
took effect, a move which everyone had known was inevitable but 
for which no one had made any preparation whatsoever. Miss 
Smith had attended our pupils’ parents when they were in school, 
and she seemed to know every family and individual personally. 
She had done a splendid job always. 

We have found no one ready to take her place under that 
same set-up, and a cooperative move with a neighboring com- 
munity towards a joint arrangement has yet not made tangible 
progress, to my best belief. Accordingly, we have been priv- 
ileged to obtain the interim services of the Greenfield Visiting 
Nurse Association since well into last Fall, and its representative 
has been Mrs. Dorothy B. Yetter, a very efficient young woman 
of most pleasing personality. I know that this arrangement can 
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only be considered as temporary, however, and believe it is es- 
sential that thorough consideration be given to a permanent set- 
up. A school nurse is required by law, as is a school physician. 

A brand new set-up is being established as of January 1st, 
1949, by the State Bureau of Labor and Industry for issuance of 
Educational (Work) certificates to people under 21 years of age. 
It involves the use of only three (8) different card forms, but 
those must be hand punched variously, according to different 
phases of complicated requirements in a lengthy five-page mim- 
eographed manual of directions. Accordingly, it is no longer 
feasible to permit applicants for certificates to obtain them other 
than at the school office, where the equipment is available, and 
during office hours. 

Applicants must still come provided, as previously, with 
birth certificates, of course, and certificates of obsolete types, is- 
sued before January, 1949, are still valid for use until their par- 
ticular employments terminate. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. That all Whately citizens, particularly parents, visit the 
schools. 

2. That applicants for work certificates appear for them 
only at the school office; that they do so only during office hours, 
and that they come provided with birth certificate. 

3. That the project to renovate the sanitary facilities in 
both school buildings be approved. 

4. That the East school playground be filled and levelled at 
its northern end, to facilitate baseball playing. 


CONCLUSION 


The foregoing discussion has touched upon only the “high 
spots’ of school affairs for the year 1948. Other matters, such as 
the unqualified success of the School Lunch Program under Mrs. 
Beaudry’s excellent management, and the perennial water short- 
age in the Center, are of common knowledge and under constant 
consideration. I think that we have made definite progress, and 
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that, under your continued wise government, the department will 
continue to improve. 

I wish to extend my very grateful thanks to your Commit- 
tee, to the teachers, and to all others who helped in any way by 
fine loyalty and co-operation to keep the schools in operation 
during these difficult post-war times.

During the past year there has been a continuation of the 
creative side of music with emphasis placed on originality 
through dramatizations of songs, rhythmic responses, singing 
conversations, and original holiday dramas based on classroom 
songs. 

In May of last year upper grade pupils desiring to take part 
in the First Annual Franklin County Music Festival held in 
Turners Falls were encouraged to do so. A group numbering 
seventy-six from the schools of Whately, Conway and Sunder- 
land responded, taking an active part in that Festival, benefiting 
from their observations of the work of groups from all over 
Franklin County. Two of the teachers, Mrs. Hager and Mrs. 
White, offered their services as chaperones, who with two teach- 
ers from Sunderland and your supervisor, spent that Saturday at 
this Festival in Turners Falls.

I am happy to submit to you my second report as Art Su- 
pervisor and instructor for the Town of Whately. 


In my first report a year ago I felt impelled to make a favor- 
able comparison with some of the art work done in Whately and 
that done in some larger city systems I had been in contact with. 
Now, a year later, I see no reason for altering my first opinion of 
much of the work produced in the smaller towns of the Deerfield 
Union. 


Concerning the work accomplished since my last report I 
want to say first of all that the classroom teachers have been 
most generous in their willingness to carry on projects that I 
have started, even when such projects have been entirely differ- 
ent from the kind of work they had accepted as standard pro- 
cedure for an Art class. Secondly, I should like to say that I 
want each year to introduce in each school one or two new tech- 
niques, so that upon completion of eighth grade work the pupil 
will have as large a working knowledge of techniques and proced- 
ures as is consistent with his ability and understanding. The 
easels made in the South Deerfield woodworking classes for the 
Whately school are now in use and will, I hope, see even wider 
use in the coming years. 
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A year ago I recommended the issuance of an Art outline to 
be used in all schools in the Union. I am happy to inform you 
that I have started work on such a project and that while consid- 
erable time will elapse before it reaches its final form, its start is 
at least a favorable omen. 

I should like to thank you, Mr. Osborne, and all members of 
the School Department for their cooperation and unstinting help 
in presentation of the Art program for Whately.
